If you're passing up Delphinium, we honestly feel that you're 
missing a mighty good chance for extra profits. They’re easily 
grown, take little costly greenhouse space, and the Giant Pacific 
Hybrids are remarkably free from pests and diseases—espe- 
cially mildew.

A well grown house of Ball Masterpiece Calendula. 


Due to the ease with which Calendula of ordinary quality can 
be grown, they are sometimes overdone, making them rather 
unprofitable. Because of this we can’t help emphasizing that 
profits come only from well grown stock. This calls for an 
early start (July in our locality) ; cool temperatures—not over 
45° nights during fall and winter (40° is better); and regular 
disbudding—to insure large 4 to 5 in. flowers on long stiff 
stems. Ground beds are preferable, but not absolutely neces- 
sary. We grow our own Calendula this way and our crop rarely 
fails to show a profit on our wholesale market. 


Considering that the crop is usually cut out by Valentine’s 
Day, permitting a follow-up crop of spring Snaps, we feel that 
most every grower should have at least a bed or so of this real 
bread and butter crop.

Larkspur is a very popular cut flower 
crop for both under glass and in the open. 
If a sowing is made outdoors by growers 
in the near south 6 or 7 weeks before the 
ground freezes, plants well enough es- 
tablished to winter over in all except the 
most severe seasons can be produced. In 
our locality sowing should be done late 
enough to avoid germination before the 
ground freezes. With good drainage and 
some coarse covering such a sowing will 
germinate promptly in early spring and 
get into flower 2 or 3 weeks before the 
spring sown crop. 

For indoor growing, Larkspur is a nice 
crop to follow either late-or early Mums. 
Well started 3 inch pot plants should be 
ready, and are produced by a September 
sowing in pots set in a cold frame. We 
prefer raised beds for Larkspur, but if 
ground beds are well drained and care is 
used in watering, very good results can 
be had with them. 


New crop seed will be ready late August 
and early September, in time for most 
growers’ needs.
